'Any practising physi- 
cian who was llcen«4'd lo practise me- 
ilK-ine ill I'aiiaila pri'Vimis to Nov. 7, 
111 I::, and who had been so licensed 
for ten years previous may obtain re- 
gistration In the Dominion Registra- 
tion Board without examination. 

All others not i-oniint; iiinli-r this 
rlaiisp can only sei-nre Uoininion re- 
gistration by examination. 

Dominion registration carries with 
it qualifications which enable the

It was also argued that 
the Old Theatre Night was not a sound business venture. As a 
matter of fact, and as tb*' records of the Council show, in 1911 the 
Students* Council received a revenue from the conduction of Thea- 
tre Night. 

The real underlying- reason of the abolition of the custom was 
the fear that McGill men on such occasions would not conduct 
themselves in a manner reflecting creditably upon the University. 
Unfortunately, in years gone by there were very good grounds on 
which to base these fears. 

As a rule, a student %ho wantonly damages proporly imagines 
diat in so doing he is living up to the traditions of his college and 
merely doing what is expeclied of him. It is the unfortunate truth 
that for a few years such iit prcssions did exist at McGill. Pity not 
blame should be directed tmward.s the man who imagines that
